WASHINGTON IM—An adjourn­ 
ment-bent 84th Congress tackled 
another heavy load of work today 
with many of its weary members 
expecting the final gavel to bang­ 
sometime Friday. 
A few optimists thought there 
was a faint chance to get through 
late 
tonight 
Some 
pessimists 
talked about Saturday. 
The Senate worked Wednesday 
night until 11:48 p.m., putting in 
a 13-hour session. 
These were the major bills left 
to be sent to President Eisenhower 
before final adjournment: 
A $3,766,570,000 foreign aid mon­ 
ey bill on which conferees reached 
final agreement. The House was 
expected to act promptly on this 
and send it to the Senate. 
A Democratic-sponsored Social 
Security bill permitting disabled 
workers to draw benefits at 50 
and women to receive retirement 
payments starting at 62. Confer­ 
ees also have agreed on this, but 
must give a final polishing to lan­ 
guage. 
An omnibus housing bill which 
both the House and Senate passed 
and headed toward a conference 
to resolve conflicts. The Senate 
bowed to the House and held the 
public housing program to the 
two-year total of 70,000 units asked 
by Eisenhower. 
The $2,315,000,000 second supple­ 
mental 
appropriations 
bill, 
the 
last money measure of the ses­ 
sion, which was passed by the 
Senate and sent to conference 
with the House. Most of the mon­ 
ey is for the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 
The Senate 
also passed 
the 
compromise version of the first 
supplemental appropriations meas­ 
ure and sent it to the President. 
It contained $1,691,000,000, most of 
it for military construction proj­ 
ects. 
This bill was somewhat clouded 
because of failure so far to put 
through an authorization bill for

The broad outline of a three- 
year no-strike contract was re­ 
portedly agreed on two days ago, 
but negotiators have been ex­ 
periencing difficulty getting all of 
the details worked out. 
John A. Stephens, industry chief 
negotiator, tacitly admitted this 
morning that the report an agree­ 
ment was being worked out was 
correct. 
Neither he nor David J. Mc­ 
Donald, president of the United 
Steel Workers Union, has admit­ 
ted they were doing anything but 
“making progress” in an effort 
to settle the strike. 
Newsmen t w i t t e d Stephens 
about his noncommital remarks 
as to the progress of negotiations 
and he replied: 
‘I hope you realize we don’t 
want to be evasive, but there are 
certain things we can’t talk about 
at this stage.

mishandling $872,000 in federally 
insured bank deposits. 
All told, money missing from 
the state treasury is estimated to 
amount to more than a million 
dollars. 
Coutrakon told reporters the im­ 
plication

Hodge’s

was ‘‘111 take full responsibility.” 
He added: 
“ He could be shielding Epping. 
He could be shielding Hintz. It 
could be somebody we don’t know 
about.” 
The prosecutor has said further 
indictments may be issued in the 
case. 
Coutrakon described Hodge as 
vague and contradictory at times. 
He said he once asked Hodge why 
he could not give complete details 
on the cashing of the fraudulent 
warrants. Hodge replied: 
“ I was very busy trying to do 
a good job in the auditor’s office 
and this particular part has al­ 
ways been hazy to me.

Other highlights of the sum­ 
mary:

Still alive was a 7*4-billion-dollar 
government flood insurance bill 
which the House passed and sent 
to the Senate for consideration of 
House amendments.

ment. But tied to it was a provi­ 
sion to raise retirement benefits 
for civil service employes toward 
which the administration was luke­ 
warm. 
The Senate completed legislative 
action on and sent to Eisenhower 
a customs simplification bill, a bill

farmers.

The only thing wrong with the impression that 
Harold Stassen’s trial balloon for an anti-Nixon 
campaign has been shot down is the fact Mr. 
Stassen has been in politics too long to expect 
anything else. 
He knew, in other words, that Gov. Herter 
would not take the vice-presidential nomination 
away from Vice President Nixon in the Repub­ 
lican nomination. 
But he also knew that Gov. Herter was a 
symbol of the group in the Republican party 
which feels that Mr. Nixon does not reflect its 
views on foreign policy. 
There is an intra-party division on foreign 
policy, and Mr. Stassen is a Cabinet spokesman 
for a party minority that has little in common 
with the backers of Mr. Nixon.

Eisenhower will sit back and let a 
factional fight develop on a “let 
the better man win" basis just a 
few weeks before the national con­ 
vention. 
Mr. Eisenhower may be unfami­ 
liar with the ways of party poli­ 
tics, but he isn’t as naive as the 
Stassen clique thinks he is. To date 
many of the friends of the late 
Sen. Taft, whom Mr. Stassen an­ 
tagonized in the bitter 1952 pri­ 
mary campaign in Ohio, and the 
members of Congress of every 
shade of Republicanism have ral­ 
lied to Mr. Nixon’s side. 
It could gain further momentum 
when the President himself speaks 
out for Mr. Nixon, as he is cer­ 
tainly expected to do before long. 


Last Time Around 


Between final passage of the 1956 foreign-aid 
bill and the proposal for helping other gov­ 
ernments next year, something may happen 
to change the nature of this multi-billion-dollar 
expenditure. 
But this is the last time around for open- 
ended foreign aid — the form in which the 
United States puts up the wealth and gets 
nothing measurable in return. 
Foreign policy is made in the long run by 
the people, themselves, and the people have 
tired of foreign aid. They are through waiting 
for the big payoff they have been promised. 
They do not believe there is going to be a 
big payoff. 
They do not believe the United States can 
buy allies. They do not believe it can buy 
neutralism. If it has bought time, all well and 
good, but there is a limit to buying time. 
Some kinds of foreign aid will be continued 
for humanitarian reasons, like the kind that 
teaches impoverished people how to feed and 
clothe themselves. Some kinds will be con­ 
tinued for strategic reasons, like the kind that 
adds directly to the security of the United 
States. 
But the kinds that have been carried on in 
the hope something good might come of them 
because to discontinue them would disappoint 
the beneficiaries, are through. 
They are through because the people, them­ 
selves, have grown weary of a policy which 
cannot be continued without their support.

Eras Must Be Ended 


Every newspaper in the United States had 
something to say about the “end of an era” 
when Ringling Brothers folded its big tent and 
returned to Sarasota in midseason. 
Newspapers, having a strong sense of respon­ 
sibility for current history, always are on 
watch for the end of eras. But they neglected 
a detail of the Ringling • Brothers foldup. 
Why did the era of the “big top" come to 
an end? The circus publication Billboard has a 
point of view on that. 
The era of the tented circus didn’t just come 
to an end; it was ended. Billboard says circus 
people had expected the big show to go back 
to Sarasota for a long time, not because of any­ 
thing that had happened to an era but be­ 
cause Ringlings had fallen upon bad days. 
“The combination that left the show short on 
business and short on know-how was ineffective 
advertising, inability to move an unnecessarily 
heavy show and uninformed and indecisive 
management 
fearful 
of arbitrary policies," 
declares Billboard. “Circus people are sur­ 
prised it lasted so long.” 
That, perhaps, is the way all eras are ended 
—by bad management. 


THE SENATOR may have been 
too busy to notice that nine mem­ 
bers of the local union he once led 
have just been denied their civil 
rights—and he ought to do some­ 
thing about it.

Crucible Steel Co. and union rep 
resentatives are in New York City 
today awaiting the resumption of 
negotiations in the steel s t r i k e 
which began at midnight June 30 
and has idled some 13,000 workers 
at its plants in Midland, Pitts 
burgh, Syracuse, N. Y. and H arri­ 
son, N. J. 
Crucible and the union have not 
met since the strike began 26 days 
ago. 
Calvin Dunlap, assistant labor 
relations supervisor at Crucible’s 
Midland Works, is standing by for 
further talks, along with three la­ 
bor leaders from the district.

“SS Andrea Doria sank in 225 
feet of water at 10:09 a m .” 
This final word did not come 
to the Coast Guard here until 
10:55 a.m. 
The Andrea Doria went into the 
watery deep in just a little less 
than ll hours after the collision. 
The deaths were reported fol­ 
lowing the rescue. 
The 
Stockholm 
was 
damaged 
but not dangerously, and aided in 
the rescue of Andrea Doria’s per­ 
sonnel. 
Capt. 
Piero 
Calamai 
and 
a 
handful of senior officers stuck 
grimly with the stricken Italian 
vessel for hours, but finally in 
mid-morning were forced to aban­ 
don ship. 
A Coast Guard cutter radioed 
from the scene at 10:15 a.m .: 
“Andrea Doria settling rapidly. 
Not possible tow or board.” 
The vessel was careening over 
on its starboard side at an angle 
of 45 degrees or more. 
One of the dead was identified 
as Alf Johannsson, 30, a crew 
m em ber of the Swedish liner. He 
died after being flown by helicopt­ 
er to Nantucket Island, about 45 
miles north of the crash area. He 
was one of five persons, including 
a 7-year-old girl, taken off the 
Stockholm by helicopter. 
The 
30,000-ton 
Andrea 
Doria, 
luxurious pride of the Italian m er­ 
chant fleet, was inbound to New 
York from Genoa, Italy, carrying 
many Americans. 
The 
11,000-ton 
Stockholm 
had 
sailed from New York Wednes­ 
day. 
Their crash occurred shortly be­ 
fore midnight at a point about 200 
miles n o r t h e a s t of New York. 
Heavy fog shrouded the area, but 
the seas were relatively calm— 
perhaps saving hundreds of lives 
of those forced to take to life­ 
boats. 
Frantic SOS calls came from 
the Andrea Doria as it began tilt­ 
ing over at a dangerous angle, 
and rescue vessels raced from all 
points of the compass for the res­ 
cue. 
Upon arrival, they spewed life­ 
boats into the sea at feverish haste 
toward the Andrea Doria, which 
could not lower its own craft be 
cause of its list. 
Within five hours, all but a hand­ 
ful of its passengers and crew had 
been lifted to safety on the other 
ships, with apparently only seven 
persons injured. 
For several hours the Andrea 
Doria’s captain and senior officers 
held to their ship. 
Then, at 10:05 a.m., the New 
York Coast Guard received a m es­ 
sage that the ship was “settling 
rapidly” and that all had aban­ 
doned ship. 
Despite the sensational rescue 
of passengers and crew, it must 
lave been a harrowing experience 
for most of them. 
They had to flee the sinking ves­ 
sel 
by 
clambering 
precariously 
down ladders and cargo nets low­ 
ered over tho side. 
Among the rescue vessels were 
the giant French liner, Ile De 
Trance, which took aboard about 
730 persons; t h e United Fruit 
Company freighter Cape Ann, with 
168, and the military sea transport

arrival times listed as late today 
and tonight.

The Stockholm also was return­ 
ing to New York. 
With limited radio communica­ 
tions, the cause of the staggering 
collision remained a m ystery. 
The Andrea Doria, it was re­ 
ported, was equipped with modern 
radar facilities which ordinarily 
would have enabled it to spot 
another vessel miles away, even 
in fog. 
Its skeleton officer crew m an­ 
aged to start pumps going and for 
a time managed to halt the in­ 
crease in its starboard list. But 
the effort finally failed. 
Jack Delaney, a reporter for the 
New 
Bedford, 
Mass., 
Standard- 
Times, flew over the scene shortly 
after daylight. 
Despite 
a 
heavy haze which 
clung to the sea, he said he could 
see that the Andrea Doria looked 
like a “ broken toy” and that the 
Stockholm’s bow 
looked like a 
“bowl of spaghetti.” 
The Andrea Doria, sending out 
frantic SOS messages, immediate­ 
ly began tilting over on its star­ 
board side. 
As the ship’s list grew worse, 
the Andrea Doria advised it was 
unable to lower its lifeboats. Res­ 
cue vessels raced to the scene and 
sent their lifeboats riding over rel­ 
atively calm waters to the strick­ 
en vessel. 
Among the rescue vessels was 
the French luxury liner Ile de 
France. A Coast Guard plane hov­ 
ering over the scene as a foggy 
dawn broke radioed: 
“ Seven hundred thirty survivors 
aboard Ile de France. Maybe a 
few m ore.” 
The 
Stockholm, 
which 
sailed 
from New York Wednesday, took 
aboard about 425 of the Andrea 
Doria’s passengers. Other vessels 
gathered in the remainder. The 
Andrea Doria was inbound from 
Genoa. 
E arly morning reports told o:

Helicopters reaching the crash 
site at first were thwarted by fog 
in efforts to remove the injured.

It was in the general vicinity 
of Wednesday night’s crash that 
radio first was used in a sea res­ 
cue. On Jan. 23, 1909, the White 
Star liner Republic and the Ital­ 
ian ship Florida collided with a 
loss of six lives.

The Andrea Doria. now com­ 
manded by the veteran sea -Capt. 
Piero Calamai, was launched on 
June 16, 1951.

Council At Midland 
Apprqves Light For 
12th St. Intersection 


A seventh traffic signal will be 
installed in Midland at the inter* 
section of 12th St. and Midland 
Ave. 
Council authorized the installa­ 
tion Wednesday night primarily as 
an attempt to stop speeding on a 
straight stretch between 12th St. 
and the borough line. 
The signal will be installed by 
the Koontz Equipment C o r p . of 
Pittsburgh at an estimated cost of 
$900. 
It will operate on stop and go 
from 6 to 8 a. rn., 2 to 5 p. rn. 
and IO p. rn. to midnight and as a 
flasher signal during other hours. 
Councilman Harvey S p o n c e r, 
who recommended installation of 
the light two weeks ago, s a i d 
Council should ask the Pennsyl­ 
vania Department of Highways lat­ 
er for permission to operate the 
signal on stop and go continually. 
The move came somewhat as a 
surprise because Council agreed 
at the last meeting to delay action 
pending the end of the steel strike. 
Sponcer had asked that another 
traffic survey be made: A survey 
was conducted earlier this year, 
but permission was granted for a 
signal to be operated on stop and 
go only during mill shift changes 
because the volume of traffic was 
not heavy enough to warrant a 
light except during those periods. 
The light originally was sug­ 
gested by the Borough Planning 
Commission in its detailed recom­ 
mendation concerning traffic and 
parking. 
Discussion of the signal led to a 
complaint by Councilman John F. 
Phillips that there is speeding on 
all Midland streets.

Condry plans to use statistical in­ 
formation required by the state’s 
Safety Responsibility Law to lo­ 
cate and crack down on irrespon­ 
sible motorists. 
Since the 1951 Legislature 
re­ 
wrote West Virginia’s Motor Ve­ 
hicle Code, the law has required 
that reports must be filed w i t h 
Condry’s office — within five days 
—on auto accidents involving per­ 
sonal injury or property damage 
exceeding $100. 
Statistics based on these re­ 
ports, Condry said, will be used 
to show where, why and how ac­ 
cidents occur in West Virginia, 
and to point o u t irresponsible 
drivers. 
T h e 
commissioner 
explained 
that the material has not 
been 
used before because, “We h a v e 
never had the proper equipment 


to compile and use it.” Now, since 
February, his office has b e e n 
compiling the reports on rented 
IBM machines. 
Condry had a couple of experts 
in yesterday to look over the sta­ 
tistics — Edwin South of the Na­ 
tional Safety Council in Chicago 
and Basil Creighton of the Ameri­ 
can Association of Motor Vehicle 
Administrators in Washington. 
On their advice he decided to 
ask the two organizations for a 
free survey which will decide if 
West Virginia forms are in oj*der 
and explain how to use the statis­ 
tics profitably. 
South and Creighton also recom­ 
mended that West Virginia estab­ 
lish a license file with a history 
on every driver.

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Crucible Seen 
‘Insincere’ On 
Smoke Control 


Midland Council 
Told Proceed With 
Sewage Plant Bids 


Charges that the Crucible Steel 
Co. is not sincere in its smoke 
control program were voiced again 
Wednesday night at the meeting of 
Midland Council. 
The discussion was touched off 
by a report from Burgess Eli G. 
Corak. 
Corak told Council he was in­ 
formed by Assemblyman William 
Stone of Aliquippa that a smoke 
control bill died in a Senate com­ 
mittee before the State Legislature 
adjourned. 
Councilman John F. Phillips de­ 
clared that “Crucible hrs done a 
poor job in smoke control." It was 
a reiteration of statements made 
previously in Council. 
Council agreed to ask William 
R. Howell, manager of the Mid­ 
land Works, to attend a meeting 
to discuss the problem. Corak said 
Howell should be asked for a defi­ 
nite statement regarding the com­ 
pany’s plans. 
The burgess pointed out that J. 
A L. Steel and Allegheny County 
firms are spending “millions of 
dollars" for smoke control pro­ 
grams and he said he feels Cruci­ 
ble should keep pace with others. 
Richard Steebner, borough engi­ 
neer, reported that several minor 
changes required in the plans for 
Midland’s sewage disposal plant 
will cost between $500 and $1,000 
for additional engineering expenses 
The plans were drawn by the 
Chester Engineers of Pittsburgh in 
1949.

Stems From Court’s 
Decision Upholding 
‘Freeze’ Regulation 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UB-The State 
Liquor Department expects to is­ 
sue several hundred new beer and 
wine carryout permits throughout 
Ohio as a result of a Franklin 
County Court decision upholding 
the department's new “freeze" 
regulation. 
The new regulation takes the lid 
off beer and wine carryout per­ 
mits. Forty tarryout permit hold­ 
ers from Hamilton and Franklin 
counties had filed action in Com­ 
mon Pleas Court here seeking to 
knock out the new regulation. If 
they had succeeded, a portion of 
the old regulation freezing issu­ 
ance of new carryout permits 
would have continued in effect. 
All their suit did was delay the 
effective 'date of the new “freeze” 
regulation on hard liquor permits, 
thereby opening the floodgates to 
issuance of permits for selling 
liquor, beer and wine by the 
glass. 
State Liquor Director William 
C. Bryant said there were 482 ap­ 
plications on file in mid-June for 
3.2 beer carryout licenses and 837 
for high-powered beer and wine 
carryouts. New permits can be 
issued, he said—providing appli­ 
cants meet requirements—as soon 
as Common Pleas Judge George 
B. Marshall puts the final entry 
on court records here. 
Judge Marshall held Wednesday 
the Liquor Board’s new regula­ 
tion, which was to have become 
effective last May 28, is not un­ 
reasonable, as contended by the 
Hamilton and Franklin County in­ 
terests. 
The new regulation replaces a 
seven-year-old freeze knocked out 
by the Ohio Supreme Court last 
March 31. The high court order 
did not apply to sections of the 
regulation limiting carryout per­ 
mits. 
Under the new regulation, the 
number of permits — liquor and 
beer and wine-by-the-glass—that 
may be issued will be based on 
a hcense-population ration as of 
April I, 1950, applying that ratio 
to 1956 population figures < num­ 
ber of licenses to increase in pro­ 
portion to the population increase). 
Bryant said he hopes to have 
the 1956 figures within a week. 
They are being compiled by an 
expert hired by the Liquor De­ 
partment. 
The number of applications for 
new permits of all kinds, which 
totaled 4,136 in mid-June is drop­ 
ping off each week, the liquor di­ 
rector said. In the last two weeks, 
he noted, the new applications 
came in at the rate of only 30 
per week.

John Yugovich and Pete Horn­ 
ick are the other owners of the 
firm. Foster formerly operated the 
plant.

For Contempt 
Of Congress 


May Be Prosecuted 
In Refusing To Bare 
Names At Red Parley 


WASHINGTON (A — Playwright 
Arthur Miller today faced possi­ 
ble prosecution for refusing to 
give the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities the names of 
persons with whom he attended 
Communist party w riters’ m eet­ 
ings in 1939 or 1940. 
The House voted 373-9 Wednes­ 
day to cite Miller for contempt of 
Congress and to send his case to 
the Justice Department. Also cited 
for contempt were seven other 
persons accused of refusing to an­ 
swer committee question on com­ 
munism. 
Miller, 
now 
honeymooning 
in 
Britain with Actress Marilyn Mon­ 
roe, told the committee last month 
that he never was a Communist 
party member. But he did con­ 
cede past associations with va­ 
rious Red front groups. Miller al­ 
so told the investigators he “would 
not support now a cause dominat­ 
ed by Communists.” 
He declined comment on the 
citation. 
However, when the 40-year-old 
playwright was asked to list those 
whom he saw at the Communist 
party 
w riters’ 
meetings 
nearly 
two decades ago, he refused, say­ 
ing, 
“My conscience would not 
perm it me to use the name of an­ 
other person” and bring trouble 
to him. 
In declining to give the commit­ 
tee this information, Miller did not 
invoke his constitutional protec­ 
tion against possible self-incrim­ 
ination.

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Fair Exhibits 
To Be Better 


Aug. I Deadline For 
Ohio State Entries 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UFI — Bigger 
and better exhibits will be on dis­ 
play at this year’s Ohio State Fair, 
says F air Manager Sam C. Cash- 
xnan. 
Cashman, at a press luncheon 
Wednesday, said Aug. I is the 
deadline for entries by exhibitors 
in all classes. He expects entry 
lists to be bigger than they were 
last year in every department. 
The 102nd Ohio State exposition 
opens Aug. 24 for eight days and 
Cashman said he hopes attendance 
will pass the 750,000 mark. 
Prem ium awards for exhibits 
this year will total $278,169, or 
$26,005 more than in 1955, Cash­ 
m an said. 
More than 12,000 animals will 
be at the fair, which boasts of 
being the world’s largest livestock 
exposition. 
Highlights of Youth Day, sched­ 
uled for Aug. 24, will be dedica­ 
tion of the new Youth Center on 
the fairgrounds. 
Grandstand 
attactions 
include 
five afternoons of harness racing, 
eight shows by native Ohioan Roy 
Rogers and stock car races. 
One new attraction will be a 
farm animal babyland, featuring 
mothers and their young of do­ 
mestic and farm animals. 
The annual horse show is sched­ 
uled for six evenings and one 
afternoon at the Coliseum. Singer 
P at Boone will fill engagements 
the other two nights. 
The fair also will provide more 
than the usual number of com 
m ercial, agricultural, civic, state 
departm ental and artistic exhibits 
Cashman said.
